the two Alphabets enſuing. 


OO D Chriſtian Reader, bycauſe thou mayeſt 
enioy and reape the profit of theſe two Alphabets of di- 
* . rections vnto Common places heereafter following, 
FxXE which I haue in maner of a briefe Concordance, or large 
and ample Index, collected, digeſted, and cauſed to bee 
imprinted for thy commoditie: I thought it not amiſſe 
to aduertiſe thec ſomewhat touching the principall con- 
#Z& tentes, vie, and commoditie of them. Wan be it 
2 === knowen voto thee, that in the firſt of the ſayd Alphabets, 
I haue togither placed by themſelues in a maner, all the ſtrange names and words 
whiche are ſcateringly to be founde heere and there throughout the whole Bible, 1 
remayning written in the Hebrew, Chaldean, Syrian, Greeke,or Latine languages, to the _— 
end thou may ſt by that meanes, learne to be conduced vnto ſo much of the inter- : 
pretation, Hiſtorie, Common Places, and knowledge of them, and euery of them, 
as] truſt thou ſhalte thinke needefull. And for that in diuers tranſlations theſe 
ſtrange names and words are written diuerſlie, I haue, in reſpe& thereof, only in | * 
this Alphabet, followed the Genena Tra nſlation, as moſt allowed in that behalfe, L *. 
and yet haue placed in the Margente thereof, how in writing, other Tranſla tions 
differ from the ſame, to the end not only ſuch corruptions as are founde for want _ 
of the true Orthographie of them, maye appeare vnto thoſe that are skilfull in 
thoſe languages, to be be amended, when time ſhall miniſter occaſion, (as ſome of 
them are alreadie) but alſo the vnskilfull Readers be not defrauded of ſuch com- 
moditie, as might grow vnto them thereby, eſpecially if they ſhould haue occafi- 
on to looke for any worde in the ſame Alphabet, after the ſame maner of writing, 
that they had ſcene or redde it in other Copies, and not finde the ſame according- 
ly. Secondly, in the other of the layde Alphabets, I haue likewiſe by themſelues 
placed all, and as many proper and vſuall Engliſhe words, as are conteyned in the 
lame Byble, conducing to the finding out of the moſt fitteſt ſentences, and beſt 
common places, tending to the prouing or verel Na of any article and doctrine, 
concerning our Chriſtian faith and Religion, or bel6nging to anye other godly 
or neceſſarie inſtruction, ſo as if thou wouldeſt vnderſtand what is to be learned in 
the Scriptures touching God or his power, his wiſedome, or bis loue, his mercie, or 
his truth, his iuſtice, his promiſes, his plagues, or his puniſhmẽts, &c. either elſe con- 
eerning Chriſt, or the holy Ghoſt, Angell, or Man, Nature, or Lawe, Singe, or 
Grace, Faith, or Vnbeliefe, Predeſtination, or Reprobation, Iuſtification, Regenera- 
non, Church or Sacraments, &c. or to be briefe, if thou wouldeſt ynderſtand what 
i neceſſarily to be learned in the ſame Scriptures, touching the eſtate, authoritie, 
office, or dutie, of Kings, or Princes, Iudges, or Magiſtrates, Biſhops, and Paſtors, 
Elders,or Miniſters, Fathers, and Mothers, Maſters, and Miſtreſſes, Subiects, and 
Pariſhioners, Husbands, and Wines, Children & Seruants, and how euery one of 2 
vVbat degree, eſtate, condition, or profeſſion ſo euer, he, ſhe, or they be of, ought to \.

behaue themſelues towards God, and one towards another, and what is to be pos 7 
ken and not ſpoken, and what is to be done and lefte vndone of them or any of 
them, by the rule of Gods worde, thou art not voyde of competent knowledge o: 
directions in this Alphabet to ayde thee. Thirdlye, to further thee to finde outing 
theſe two Alphabets, any thing whereof 1 haue before made mention, thou art to 
reſort Alphabetically vnto the firſt of them, with the name of any Man, Woman, 
Countrey, Citie, Place, Riuer, Idoll, &c. in the ſame conteyned-and alſo the ſecond 
of them, with the chiefe word of any ſentence or common place therein mentio- 
ned, which thou art moſt affected vnto, or deſireſt to be ſatiſfyed of: and by that 
meanes in euery of them ſhalte thou, by Gods grace, without fay le, be conduced, 
and to thy great eaſe directed, and as it were, ledde by the hand, euen to the Booke, 
Chapter, and very Verſe, where the ſame, (or ſo much thereof, as for a godly, Chri- 
ſtian, and neceſſarie knowledge ſhall be thoughte requiſite) is to be founde out 
moſt readi ly: al wayes remembring,that whatſoeuer conuenient knowledge wan. 
teth in theſe Alphabets, as touching the text wherevnto it directeth thee, is there 
ſupplyed by the Annotations, or Quotations in the Margent. Moreouer good 
Chriſtian Reader, thou haſt alſo to obſetue howe that the firſte Figure or Figures 
whiche follow next after any Booke whereynto thou ſhalte be guided, ſignifyeth 
or ſignifye the Chapter, and the other the verſe or verſes of the ſame Chapter, 
where any of the foreſayd things is to be ſought for, Againe, whereas thou ſhalte 
after a eg and gs fry? after ſome verſe or verſes of a Chapter, find thys 
marke or Starre * quoted, thou art to vnderſtand, how that the whole Chapter, or 
from the verſe of that Chapter where the ſeme Starre is placed for warde vnto the 
end thereof, entreateth, or in ſome good reſpectes chiefely belongeth, and may be 
applyed to the ſa me Hiſtory, matter, or common place thou ſeekeſt for, except ther 
be any verſes following the ſame, for then the comon place is to be vnderſtood, 
not to exceede thoſe verſes. Finally, whereas I haue ſometimes in theſe Alphabets 
partly ſer downe the ſenſe, and that which may properly be gathered of the text; 
Thick, thou art directed ynto,and not the very words themſelues, and otherwhiles 
repeate one thing in divers places, but yet to diuers ends: I truſt that will not of. 
fend thee, ſith I haue ſo done for the vnlearned ſake, bycauſe the ſame could, ne can 
be made too play ne for them, and therefore haue vſed not ſo great a curioſitie and 
abbreuiation in that behalfe, as perhaps ſome otliet woulde haue had me: and yet 
conſidering to what a great quantitie theſe two Alphabets are growen vnto, (o- 
uuer that I thought they would) 1 haue bin forced to leaue out ſome what, that o- 
ther wiſe I woulde haue added vnto them, whiche heereaſter by Gods grace | will 
ſapply : thus much touching the principall contentes, commoditie, and vie of the 
aforeſaid Alphabets, which with ſuch other doubts as may trouble thee, I miſtruſt 
not, but by well peruſing of the ſame, and practiſe (with the diuerſitie of letter 
which is vſed in them) u ill foone appeare very eaſie, plaine, and apparãt vnto thee, 
albeit I particularly touch not euery of them. Now therefore to conclude, if my 
ſimple trauell and paynes taken heerein ſhall be well accepted of thee, I meine, of 
the more skilful and learned Readers, to be poliſhed and ameded of them ( if they 
ſhall ſo deeme neceſſatie and conuenient) to the better edification of the Churche 
of God, whereof they are or ought to be ioyntmembers, helpers, and furtherers, ſo 
farre forth as their Talents will ſtretch vnto, and that in the fpirit of meekeneſſe, 
ſobrietie, and charitie : and of the leſſe learned or vnlearned Reader, (vnto whome 
Iconfeſſe my ſelf the greateſt debtout) as an ayd and help to their godly ſtudies, 
and honeſt trade of life, and withall Chriſtianly to be conſtrued of all men, as a 
meanes and furtherance, and not an hinderãce vnto any, I ſhall for my part thinke 
my ſelfe well requited, and more than ſufficiently rewarded, in that I ſhall emoy 
my deſire, and that which I longed for.
